an Oscar? 
Only yesterday, Coca-Cola in­ 
v aded Europe. The wine growers 
rock ed 
with laughter—at first. 
Soon, they were yelling for gov 
ernment protection. 
Same with 
the Paris coiffeurs when Ameri­ 
can hair-wav ing gadgets began to 
tak e hold with the girls. 
On Formosa, the other day, a 
Chinese tot had a birthday. Which 
gift wreck ed the party? A cow­ 
boy suit with chaps and a 10-pint 
stetson. 
What’s the newest influence in 
home building and interior decora­ 
tion in the United States today? 
Japanese. Architects blend Japa­ 
nese features into the ranch-style 
house. 
These are not unrelated dev el­ 
opments. They are part of a uni­ 
v ersal trend. 
Let’s lock at some of its major 
aspects. 
Tak e the position of women in 
some countries where, for cen­ 
turies, they hav e been the inferior 
sex. 
In Egypt, a feminist leader is 
agitating for their right to v ote. 
In East Germasy, a woman Com­ 
munist is the‘minister of justice.

Tak e some changing social cus­ 
toms. 
Communist China is edging to­ 
ward birth control. On two counts, 
this is startling.

More imporant, it 
quietly buries the old Marxist con­ 
tention that ov erpopulation is an 
ev il copyrighted by Western cap­ 
italists, 
something that doesn’t 
happen in a Socialist society. 
It is hardly news that rock 'n* 
roll has tak en root all around the 
world, that there are nativ e v er­ 
sions of Elv is Presley in other 
countries, that the marriage ar­ 
ranged by the parents is disap­ 
pearing in the Orient. 
Tak e an American psychologi­ 
cal dev elopment. 
Do 
you 
detect 
a 
tendency 


among young Americans to play 
it safe, to ov erv alue security and 
underv alue adv enture, to empha­ 
size pensions and benefits instead 
of opportunity in a job. European 
young men and women hav e been 
doing that for many years. 
Tak e a major political current. 
The Communist nations consti­ 
tute a bloc. As a reaction, other 
nations hav e drawn together into 
blocs. 
It is not only NATO and 
SEATO. You see it in the Coal and 
Steel Federation and Euratom in 
Western Europe, in the new West 
Indies Federation, in the Arab at­ 
tempts to come together. 
Thus few nations today can af­ 
ford the luxury of a wholly Inde- 
pendent foreign policy. Few can 
go free-wheeHng along in- their 
own way. 
These are the trends. Powerful 
influences are at work , accelerat­ 
ing them by the minute. 
Long ago, for example, mass 
communications and adv ertising 
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largely erased the differences in 
the way people liv e in widely re­ 
mov ed sections 
of the United 
States. 
Think of the impact on 
people around the world when 
they see each other on interna­ 
tional TV. 
Think of the impact of jet air­ 
liners, cutting trav el time, mak ­ 
ing it possible for more people 
to go farther from home. 
Ev en the cold war. . . . It brings 
thousands and thousands of peo* 
pie from many nations to the 
United States for training; they 
carry away with them ideas about 
American liv ing methods. Vice 
v ersa, it has sent thousands of 
Americans 
abroad; 
they 
come 
back with discov eries they incor 
porate into the way they liv e. 
Lik e it or not, for better or 
worse, we are losing our differ­ 
ences, becoming more and more 
alik e.

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A Retraction and an Apology 


This newspaper acknowledges an unfortu­ 
nate and regrettable error in an editorial 
published last July 21. 
The editorial re­ 
ferred improperly to L.N.D. Wells of Dallas, 
Texas. 
The error did not come to our attention 
at the time. We were not aware of it until 
very recently, 
when Mr. 
Wells, himself, 
pointed it out. 
Mr. Wells is one of the three monitors 
named by Federal Judge F. Dickinson Letts 
to help his court bring financial responsibility 
and democratic procedures to the Teamsters 
Union under the presidency of James R. 
Hoffa. The other monitors are Geoffrey P. 
Schmidt and Martin F. O’Donoghue. 
Our editorial commented on Mr. Schmidt’s 
report to Judge Letts that he had been of­ 
fered $100,000 in the form of additional ex­ 
pense allowances if he would support Mr. 
Wells on all major issues before the three 
monitors. 
Our error was the identification of Mr. 


Wells as the source of the offer reported by 
Mr. Schmidt. 
This was wholly without justification. The 
source of the offer had not been identified 
or speculated about in any way that could 
be construed as having any connection with 
Mr. Wells. 
Nothing in the incident as reported to 
Judge Letts by Mr. Schmidt or as comment­ 
ed on by Judge Letts or any other person 
could have been construed as a reflection 
on the integrity of Mr. Wells. 
We retract our erroneous statement in its 
entirety and apologize to Mr. Wells, and his 
family and friends. We apologize, also, to our 
readers. An incorrect reading of a single 
news report caused us to make a statement 
that had no basis in fact. 
We saw no further reports through which 
we might have discovered our error. To this 
date, there has been no disclosure of the 
source of the offer that Mr. Schmkit told 
Judge Letts had been made to him. 


How to Be Friends With a Bear 


If the diplomats will forgive us for our 
inability to kep a tidy account of all their 
moves and counter moves, the best most of us 
can expect to do in our comprehension of the 
summit conference issue is to conclude that 


all parties concerned have lost interest. 
Premier Khrushchev lost interest suddenly 


after talking things over with his partner 
in conspiratorial Communism, Red China’s 
Mao Tze-tung. Prime Minister MacMillan ap­ 
pears to have cooled down because his Labor 
gadflies are getting tired of stinging him. 
Gen. de Gaulle, on the other hand, never 
warm ed up to the idea. No one else had gone 
on record, except the United States, which 
was stringing along with Britain for the ree­ 
d'd, though its opposition to a summit meet­ 
ing on the problems of the Middle East was 
no secret. 
What is the trouble? 
There can be no agreement on purpose. 
Those who want a summit meeting — any 
summit meeting anywhere—are positive that 
the way to be friends with a bear is to be 
friendly and maintain close contact ,to dis­ 
arm him of his fears and forebodings. 
They are positive that the only way to 
coexist with a bear is by winning its friend­ 
ship, because the alternative is to incur its 
enmity — and no one can coexist with a 
bear on that basis. 
Therefore, they want a summit conference 
for the sake of what friendship and agree­ 
ment might come out of it. They have 
implicit confidence in the good effects of 
man-to-man talk — the round-table formula. 
But there is no reason to believe this point 
of view is shared by the Soviet Union, which 


never has felt and does not feel now like a 
bear that is disposed to be friendly. Its fears 


and forebodings are not accidental but pre­ 
meditated. It is not interested in the least in 


getting rid of them, because the only co­ 
existence it thinks about officially is the kind 


that would have the Russian bear holding a 


chain attached to the collar of the Western 


World, which would be dancing to a melody 


by Prokofiev.

Americans and Russians seem able to get 
along like good companions everywhere, 
except the one place that counts—in inter­ 
national politics. Their young people, parti­ 
cularly, are without the handicap of barriers. 
A Russian student delegation recently sat 
down with a U.S. delegation the other day 
and talked frankly for hours about such 
things as the de-Stalinization of schools in 
Russia and the desegregation of schools in 
the United States 
There is no reason to doubt that Ameri­ 
cans and Russians can get along together 
as 
people. 
But 
there 
continues 
to

every reason to doubt that their governments 
will be able to get along together under any 
*et of foreseeaole circumstances.

Khrushchev's Flip-Flops 


WASHINGTON (AP)-There are 
frightening overtones in the way 
Nikita Khrushchev rushed into a 
summit meeting and then backed 
off 
Stalin was predictable. Not 
Khrushchev. 
f 
He’s mercurial and, apparently, 
impulsive—a dangerous and omi­ 
nous weakness in a head of state. 
The evidence indicated he agreed 
on impulse to a summit meeting 
from which, on second thought, 
he flip-flopped his way out. 
If he can be impulsive on some­ 
thing like that — which probably 
wouldn’t have amounted to much 
— it seems fair to assume on 
something else, like a step lead­ 
ing to war, he might be impulsive 
again. 
Stalin followed a simple fine: 
grab what he could; push where 
he thought he could get away with 
it; test the West for soft spots. He 
was consistent in this—and in his 
avoidance of innovations—until he 
died. 
Khrushchev—except for imitat­ 
ing Stalin in getting rid of' his 
rivals—has followed a different 
line. He’s an innovator, an ex­ 
perimenter. But in doing so he

has established a pattern of flip­ 
flops, something Stalin didn’t do. 
The result: Khrushchev is not 
only unpredictable but, from the 
standpoint of the rest of the 
world,

nounced and repudiated the old 
dictator. Later he took trouble to 
patch up the old man’s image.

Khrushchev deliberately miscon­ 
strued America’s action in rec­ 
ognizing the new government in 
Iraq.

“Now the United States and 
other Western powers have recog­ 
nized the republican government 
of Iraq. Consequently, you and 
your allies have admitted that the 
Iraqi people had the right to change 
the existing regime. Thus, your 
assertions about some kind of an 
indirect aggression have no foun­ 
dation.” 
But the United States has never 
said that the people of any coun­ 
try do not have the right to change 
their own government by revolu­ 
tion. What it has said repeatly — 
and what Khrushchev conveniently 
ignores — is that it must be the 
action of the people in setting up 
a government and no some foreign 
government furnishing men, arms 
and ammunition for the purpose of 
aiding a faction whose leaders 
have been hired for the purpose by 
that same foreign government. 


THE UNITED STATES has take 
note of the record of the moni­ 
tored broadcasts of the radio sta­ 
tions in Baghdad controlled by the 
new Iraqi government and has 
compared it with what was being 
said by the same station under the 
preceding regime. 
It reveals that the incoming 
government on several occasions 


American lives and property should 
be jeopardized in Iraq.

That some 400 hundred years ago 
when it was made known that Chris 
Columbus had found land while 
looking for water and was destined 
to go into the records as a discov­ 
erer, his contemporaries sniffed, 
“So what?” 
If t h e r e was anything the 
harassed human race didn’t need 
any more of in the loth century it 
was land. It didn’t need any more 
water, either, as far as Chris 
Columbus’s notion about a new 
passage to the Spice Islands was 
concerned. 
Therefore, why should that crazy 
Isabella be throwing money away 
on a project that had nothing to 
do with the price of goat cheese. 
If she wanted to do something 
worthwhile, she would figure out 
how to get more bounce to the 
ounce in the olive oil business. 
Oi she would see to it that every 
deserving child who wanted to 
learn to play the zither would get 
a full scholarship to the Royal 
Academy. Or she would start a 
campaign 
to put shoes on the 
barefoot p e o ns. Or something 
worthwhile. 
As for Columbus and his crew, 
they would be put to work doing 
something useful like thatching 
huts, or scurbbing down smoke- 
stained frescoes in public buildings. 
They would be made to earn their 
keep. Yessir. And all that . . . 
No one feels that way today 
about submarine sailors, who are 
admired for their special qualities, 
but the fact is that many people are 
asking, “So what?” about the latest 
triumph of the Nauilus. 
They do not think such things 
are as important as the squawk­ 
ing, squabbling, s t r i v i n g and 
scratching that go on endlessly in 
their own small affairs—and they 
are IOO per cent right. 
The big events are not import­ 
ant It is a thousand times more 
important to all of us that the 
plumbing should not leak than it 
is that a submarine can go through 
the Arctic Ocean submerged; we’re 
not going to make the trip any­ 
way. 
What is happening in some two- 
bit quarrel in City Hall over a tri- 
vitality is more important to us 
than a showdown on international 
integrity in the United Nations. 


A gnat under an eyelid is some­ 
thing that must be taken care of 
right away, but an idea that might 
reshape the affairs of men can be 
disregarded. 
This is the way it is — the way 
it must be. 
Things that loom large at the 
moment disappear without trace in 
the future, whereas things that 
loom large in the future were be­ 
littled or ignored when they hap­ 
pened. No one listened when Abra­ 
ham Lincoln gave the address at 
Gettysburg. 
On the day it was made known 
that a submarine had discovered a 
Northwest Passage, the American 
people had a lot of stuff on their 
minds — big stuff, like hoodlums 
making death-bed confessions and 
how much bright work there would 
be on 1959 cars. 
It takes perspective to make his­ 
tory. At the moment, the important 
thing is to put first things first. 
Perspective comes later.

Red Chinese pressure. No doubt 
it was a factor. But there were 
others. 
An examination of tile 
Eisenhower-Khrushchev letter ex­ 
changes tells a revealing story. 
On July Khrushchev proposed 
the summit meeting outside the 
United Nations. On July 22 Presi­ 
dent 
Eisenhower 
accepted 
but 
wanted it in the U.N. Security 
Council. Khrushchev fired back aa 
acceptance the next day. 
This writer suggests the speed 
with which he acted shows he did 
so impulsively, without thinking 
through what Eisenhower suggest­ 
ed 
or 
what 
the 
consequences 
might be. For these reasons: 
1 He might have guessed Eisen­ 
hower and Secretary of State Dul­ 
les, not anxious for the meeting, 
might follow up with conditions he 
wouldn’t or couldn’t accept. 
2 Except on some major mat- 
ter—where he might use a veto— 
he figured to be overwhelmingly \ 
outvoted in the Council, which is 
loaded with American friends. 
3. At a meeting in the Council 
he might have to sit down with 
the one man above all others with 
whom it would be awkward to 
m eet1 Chiang Kai-shek. 
ChLang’s 
Nationalist 
Chinese 
have a permanent seat on the 
Council. Khrushchev has reviled 
Chiang, whose seat is claimed by 
Red China. 
/ 
His sitting down in discussion 
with Chiang could not help but 
anger Red China. 
These points apparently began 
to sink in when Eisenhower sent 
his next letter, laying down coali­ 
tions for a meeting in the Council 
Then Khrushchev wrote a letter— 
which many people now seem to 
forget—almost refusing to meet th 
the Council. 
He indicated he had 
second 
thoughts and wanted the meeting 
outside the U.N. Then he rushed 
off to Peiping, where the Chinese 
Reds must have given him a piece 
of their mind about his sitting 
down with Chiang. That settled it. 
He made his flip-flop complete 
by calling off the meeting alto* 
gether.

pressing hostility toward the West 
issues. 
Moscow, by its immediate exten­ 
sion of recognition the very same 
week the Iraq revolution occured, 
showed that it did not have to. 
wait to find out if it had an ally. 
The Soviet government knew, be­ 
cause its agents were in on the 
deal from the beginning. 
The State Department never- 
the less decided to resume diplo­ 
matic representation in Baghdad 
as a matter of convenience in 
gathering information firsthand an 
to afford the new regime a chance 
to prove by its deeds and its 
broadcasts that it is not antago­ 
nistic to the West. Also, America 
asked for and obtained assurances 
that international obligations would 
be honored. 
Recognition can, of course, be 
withdrawn at any moment that 


by the United Nations against ag­ 
gression.” 
Recognition is, indeed, an instru­ 
ment of national policy. Great 
Britain and some other govern­ 
ments recognized Peiping before 
the Korean War took place but, 
with the exception of pro-Commu- 
nist regimes in Europe and Asia 
or those that have some political 
affinity for Moscow, none of the 
other governments has extended 
recognition to Red China’s govern­ 
ment since the United Nations ni- 
tervened in Korea in 1950. 
If a principle of moral force is 
swept aside — as would be the 
case if Red China were given 
American recognition — aggres­ 
sion would be rewarded, instead 
of being punished and the cause of 
world peace would suffer a set­ 
back.

NEW YORK (AP)—The Ameri­ 
can businessman as well as the 
American diplomat is spreading 
the story of our type of economy 
to counteract the Soviet words- 
and rubles drive. 
The debate under way today in 
the U.N. General Assembly shows 
our diplomats aren’t universally 
approved abroad. American busi­ 
ness has had its sad times abroad, 
But in recent years there have 
been sharp changes in American 
business practices overseas. 
On the propoganda front a num­ 
ber of U.S. busiess organizations 
are in there pitching. 
On the more subtle personal re­ 
lations front, many U.S. corpora­ 
tions are trying to better under­ 
standing with their foreign hosts 
or customers. 
In a direct challenge to Soviet 
propaganda against the so-called 
evils of capitalism as practiced 
here and abroad, the Advertising 
Council has waged a campaign to 
sell the world on the merits of 
what it calls “the People’s cap­ 
italism.” More recently it has 
launched 
a 
drive 
to 
convince 
Americans as well as others that 
under our system the future of this 
country is economically bright in­ 
deed. 
The 
National 
Foreign 
Trade 
Council has tackled specific prac­ 
tices and urged changes in both 
our policies and those of other 
lands if the American investor is 
to increase his holdings further. 
These sums have more than dou­ 
bled since the war and now are 
around 25 billion dollars. 
American corporations are still 
widely assailed by the Soviet as 
exploiters of the foreign lands 
they have helped develop. But 
whatever may have been the mo­ 
tives of the previous century in 
tapping resources abroad, today’s 
corporations are quite a different 
breed. 
Sitting nervously on the side­ 
lines as the U.N. debates the Mid­ 
dle East struggle are American 
oil companies with huge stakes 
there. These firms long ago adopt­ 
ed there, in Venezuela and else­ 
where, a plan where-by the pro­ 
ceeds were split 50 - 50 with the 
country 
where they 
found 
oil. 
Some 
newcomers 
of late have 
sweetened this take for the nos! 
nation. 
The oil companies, in preaching 
the American doctrine, have set 
up model towns with schools and 
hospitals, hired natives at good 
pav and helped raise the stand­ 
ard of living of many other lands. 


Big American automobile com 
panics have opened plants abroad. 
A chief reason naturally was to 
take advantage of special produc­ 
tion, distribution and foreign ex­ 
change benefits. But a big side­ 
line has been the raising of stand­ 
ards of living of other lands and 
a brushing off of some of the 
American doctrine that U.S. busi­ 
ness can produce without exploita­ 
tion.
